half cupful and thtee fourths cupful of 
jelly. 


One-half of the sweetening may he 


glucose sirup, light-colored corn sirup, 
honey or sorghum s'rup. If the other 
half is j.'ranulatexl sugar, there w i l l be 
little noticeable difference in sweetness, 
in most cases. Grape with glucose or 
corn sirup will make a good jelly even 
when no sugar is used.

World's Highest Village. 


The little village of Karzok in Kash- 


mir is said by a writer in L'Astronomie 
to be tbe highest in the world. Its 
altitude is 14,940 feet. The buildings 
consist of a few wretched stone houses 
and

Bmldhist monastery. 


Kashmir is the most northerly state of 
India and lies wholly in the Himalaya 
mountains. Not far from its eastern 
border is Mt. Everest, the loftiest peak, 
30 far as known, In the world.

All 
this Increase must be paid by the ul­ 
timate consumer; and there is not

assurance that

enough canned products to go around. 
The solution Is home canning. 


Can Without Sugar. 


That sugar is higher in price than 
it has been hitherto is advanced by 
some as a reason for canning either 
less fruit or nothing but vegetables; 
but unless one intends to

reason for not using canned fruit on 


account of high-priced sugar.

SIRUPS SAVE SUGAR 
IN MAKING JELLIES 


SPOILAGE OF BREAD 
PREVENTED BY CARE 


Directions Given by Department 
Cover Lightly to Keep Out Germs 


oí Agriculture Experts. 


When Fruit is Cheap and Sugar Ex­ 
pensive Jellies May Be Made to 
Advantage With One.Half Usual 
Amount of Sweetening. 


To 
obtain 
t ho 
largest 
possible 
amount of jelly from fruit with the 
use of the sm allest possible amount of 
sugar, follow the directions given be­ 
low by United States department of 
agriculture specialists: 


If a good jelly-making fruir“, such as 
quince, green grapes, tart and partly 
ripe apples, Siberian crabs, or cran­ 
berries, is being used, make a second 
extraction from the fruit. That is, take 
the pulp from the jelly bag, add one 
cupful of water to each pound of pulp, 
cook 20 minutes, and drip a second 
time, using some pressure at the last. 
Second-extraction jellies are likely to be 
somewhat different in flavor from the 
iirst, and it Is an excellent plan to com­ 
bine the two jellies before sweetening. 


When fruit is cheap and sugar ex­ 
pensive, jellies may be made to advan­ 
tage with one-half as much sweetening 
as usual, that is, with one-half cupful 
of sugar to one <‘upfui of juice. 
The 
yield of jelly will be less, for one cup­ 
ful of a good juice plus one cupful of 
sugar should make between one and 
one 
and 
one-half 
cupfuls of Jelly, 
whereas one-half cupful of sugar plus 
one cupful of juice makes between one- 
half cupful and three-fourths cupful of 
jelly.

ally wear too fast and break, and they 
also wear the pulley bearings. 


Poor Mixture. 


A poor mixture usually a rich one/ 


brings about overheating. 
Carbon m 


the cjlmders also will cause the en- 
gine to heat rapidly, but at the same 
time the engine will lack power, knock 
nnd generally perform poorly. If vou 
get the whole combination of tiouble 
Indicating engine debility nnd then 
get the overheating, it usually Is a 
sure Indication of carbon. 


Any drag on the engine, causing it 


to overwoik, is likelj to cause over- 
heating 
When the clutch slips the 


engine has to do more work to accom- 
plish a given set of results; also when 
the brakes drag. 


If the engine should overheat, the 


sooner it is stopped the better. After 
stopping the engine, allow it to cool 
for about ten or fifteen-1 minutes; It 
depends upon how hot it Is. 
Then 


add cold water slowly until the sys- 
tem is full. 
Then start the engine 


again, noting through the radiator 
filler If there is circulation.

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Overheating i§' a rather common 
complaint 
in 
summer,

times, wiiile no serious results oc­ 
cur, the motorist is delayed on the 
road and often required to spend no 
little time endeavoring to determine 
the exact cause. 
Because there are 
numerous causes, every owner should 
be familiar with the more common 
ones. 


All makes of cars blit two are ^^a- 
ter-eooled. 
Naturally, in such en­ 
gines partial depletion of the w’ater 
system means an overheated engine. 
This Is more particularly the case with 
thermo-siphon cooled engines, which 
require a complete circuit of water. 
It is therefore a good plan for the 
owner of a car with thermo-siphon 
cooled engine to see that the radiator 
always is full. 
In a pump-cooled en­ 
gine there is more force back of tne 
water and a lower level may be car­ 
ried 
without

danger of over­ 
heating. 


Leaks in the w*ater system natu­ 
rally bring about reduction of water

Quick Heating. 


Anything tending to interfere with 
the free circulation 
of

jacket keeps the jacket water In con­ 
tact with the hot cylinders too long, 
resulting in boiling of that water. 
Obstructions may be in the form of 
dirt or sediment 
in

radiator,

It is quite possible for the ignition 
timing to be wrong, so that manipu­ 
lation of the lever will not advance 
the spark enough to keep the engine 
cool. This is a matter for an ignition 
man to correct, as it may be diie to a 
number of causes, the commonest be­ 
ing a wrong setting of the timer or 
a maladjustment of the interrupter 
points. 


One of the commonest causes of 
overheating is due to a slipping fan 
belt. 
It is absolutely necessary for

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Repairing Rim Cuts. 


Rim cuts are often given up 
as hopeless by the car owner, 
but they can be repaired 111 the 
following manner: Drill a series 
of holes on each side of the

Poor Mixture. 


A poor mixture, usually a rich one,' 
brings about overheating.

If you 
get the whole combination of trouble 
indicating engine debility and then 
get the overheating, it usually is a 
sure Indication of carbon. 


Any drag on the engine, causing it 
to overwork, is likely to cause over­ 
heating. 
When the clutch slips the 
engine has to do more work to accom­ 
plish a given set of results; also wiien 
the brakes drag. 


If the engine should overheat, the 
sooner It is stopped the better. After 
stopping the engine, allow it to cool 
for about ten or fifteen/ minutes; it 
depends upon how hot it is. 
Then 
add cold water slowly until the sys­ 
tem is full. 
Then start the engine 
again, noting through the radiator 
filler if there is circulation.

PRETTY INSECTS 


COST MILLIONS 


Butterfly Does Immense Damage 


to Alfalfa Fields of Different 


Western States. 


STRIP LEAVES FROM PLANTS 


Chickens, Turkeys and Many Birds De- 


stroy 
Worms 
During 
Feeding 


Stage—Bollworm Devours Both 


Worms and Pupa.

"What a beautiful creature!" ex-v 


claimed a farm visitor, indicating a 
gorgeous yellow butterfly which had 
alighted upon a nearby shrub and now 
raised and lowered his black-edsed 
wings in slow, graceful palpitations. 
The insect appeared to be the very 
spirit of the hot summer day; his col- 
ors were the colors and shades of bril- 
liant sunshine and the deepest, black- 
est shadow, set in a delightful con- 
trast; and its will was the will of the 
breeze that stirred the broad alfalfa 
meadows, beyond the garden, where 
host and guest had retired to enjoy 
the shade. 


Appreciation Dampened. - 


"Beautiful—yes," 
responded 
the 


rancher, "but my appreciation is some- 
what dampened by the knowledge that 
the pretty creature costs the alfalfa 
growers of Arizona and California 
about $1,000,000 a year. 
What this 


butterfly costs in other states—Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas and others— 
I'm unable to say, but it must be an 
Immense sum. Rather a high price to 
pay for beauty, isn't it? 
We could 


endow a good many art galleries with 
that sum; we could beautify 
our 


schools 
and 
hang 
Rcmhrandts 
in 


every classroom, if there \\ere enough 
of them to go around. We could brine 
thousands of the city children out 
Into the fresh air and sunshine, if we 
had the price of tnat yellow fellow 
and his mate." 


"How does he accomplish all this?" 


asked the interested listener. 
"It's a 


harsh indictment to lay against a crea- 
ture so apparently lacking in malice. 
Tell me about him; where does he 
come from; how does he live, and 
what are his peculiarities?" 


The rancher rose, stepped through 


the hedge, and came back with a hand- 
ful of alfalfa, freshly pulled from the 
nearby n"eld. 


"You can find out all you wish to 


know from Farmers' Bulletin 1004, 
just published by the United States 
department of agriculture, but I think 
we have his life history and a cata- 
logue of his crimes in this bunch of 
herbage. 


"Here's Uie egg," he continued, in- 


dicating a tiny, brownish, elongated 
object upon the upper side of an al- 
falfa leaf. 
"That's the first stage, 


and is interesting only because the 
female butterfly lays from 200 to 500 
of them in her lifetime. 
It has been 


estimated that if all the ecgs of a 
.single female butterfly hatched—and 
there were no losses in the progeny, 
or in their eggs 'or young—this first 
butterfly would be grandmother 
to 


3,000,000,000 insects before the end of 
the summer. 


"Fortunately for us an insect para- 


site destroys a good many of the eggs. 


Alfalfa Caterpillar—Female in Adult 


or Butterfly Stage. 


Here's a ruined egg—it's black, you 
see, instead of brown; the parasite 
has been there. 


Million-Dollar Damage. 


"Next is the larva," or worm stage; 


and it is this form that the alfalfa 
caterpillar 
does 
The 
million-dollar 


damage. 
A number of these worms 


will strip most of the leaves from a 
crop in a very short time. Here is a 
small worm evidently just hatched, 
and here on this bud is a larger one. 
Note the green color of its body and 
the white stripe down each side. He 
is nearly an Inch long and has made 
his growth by gorging upon the tender 
leafves and terminal buds of my al- 
falfa. Wherever there is an unusual- 
ly large number of these worms, they 
will eat the stems, too, but their fa- 
vorite food is the tender portion of 
the plant. 


"While in this stage, the larva is vic- 


tim of many conditions and is preyed 
upon by many creatures. A fly lays 
its eggs upon the worfn. These hatch 
Into grubs which penetrate and kill 
their host. Chickens, - turkeys and 
many birds destroy the worm during 
the feeding stage. 


"Moisture and a hot, heavy atmos- 


phere will Induce the spread of a dis- 
ease among the worms. See, here are 
worms just afflicted with the disease 
—note the lighter color of their skins 
and their sluggish movements. •' In a 
few hours they'll die and decompose 
Into a black decaying mass. You can 
understand why alfalfa hay loses its 
feeding vflue 11 It Is heavily Impreg- 


nated with these corpses—the ani- 
mals don't like the flavor. 


"But the conditions that footer tUs 


disvase u"e valuable in controlling i-ie 
pest. Upon irrigated farms,, water nuy 
be turned into the nel-l to pro\k:e 
moisture which, with 'the heat, w 11 
start the plague and kill the worms. 


"From this stage the worm eme-vi 


the pupa period, lie tpins no cocoon, 
us many caterpillars do,'but hanfj 
h'.uibi'lf, head up. among the-steins an I 
sn\uip> Ui a little loop of silk, like a 
steeplejack—see-this chap! 


"You've hoard ol the boll worm—so 


injurious to corn and cotton? lie 
£<nues to our aid in the fight against 
the alfalfa caterpillar, and, by one of 
those queer natural compensations, 
does us a favor by devouring boili 
worms and pupa. Odd, isn't it? 


Lay Eggs All Summer. 


"Unless the worm is de^mned, the 


butterfly you have admired emerges j 
from the pupa in a few da\s and be- 
gins to lay eggs to establish a new 
cjcle. This goes on all summer. 


"Cotitrol is accomplished by cutting 


alfalfa close and clean. We clear out 
our fence corners and ditchts, and co- 
operate with our neighbors in clearing 
their land. This lea\ es no shelter for 
the caterpillar to iive in from one al- 
falfa crop to^ the next, and the few 
which do survive find food mighty 
scarce, and many peiis-h of starvation. 


"Disking with a harro»v over the 


meadows after a crop has been mo\ed 
destroys many of the insects in the estr, 
worm or pupa stage.- Besides killing 


A Parasite of the Alfalfa Caterpillar. 


the insects which are preparing to 
ra\age the next crop, the disking 
process, as every one knows, is a 
mighty good thing for the alfalfa. 


"We also use a brush drag well 


weighted and run it over the alfalfa 
meadows after the disking is done. The 
drag gets into the hollows and cre\ ices 
where the harrow has not touched and 
crushes the insect in whatever stage it 
finds him. 
Even if the first cut has 


been ruined by the pest, these methods 
of irrigation and cultivation will insure 
the reduction of the caterpillar in time 
lo save the next cutting from his at- 
tacks. 


"These methods are recommended by 


the department of agriculture, and we 
hope to prevent most of the annual loss 
caused by the activities of yonder but- 
terfly." 


BEST PRACTICE WITH CLOVER 


Crop Should Be Cut When Seed Is in 


Dough—Chaff Makes Good Bed.

ding for Stock. 


The clover shou'd be cut when the 


seed Is in the dough, and when well 
cured raked up early in the morning 
and put under cover. It is the prac- 
tice with some growers to let the 
clover after it is cut remain in the 
swath for several weeks; there is a 
loss of seed if the weather should be 
wet. 
The better method is after the 


clover is well cured to haul to barn or 
barrack and have the seed- hulled out 
when the weather is cold and dry 
The clover chaff makes excellent bed- 
ding for stock. It ts a good practice 
to top-dress the grain with the chaff. 


INFESTATION OF HESSIAN FLY 


As Result cf Many Wheat Growers 


Planting Too Early Last Fall 


Outbreak Is Likely. 


A shortage o"f farm labor and un- 


favorable weather conditions at plant- 
ing time combined to influence many 
wheat growers in planting their gram 
too early last fall. This has resulted 
in a heavy infestation of Hessian fly 
in about all of the early planted wheat 
of last fall. 


Unless winter wheat growers can 


he induced to unite In a concerted 
movement to observe the 
approved 


methods of combating the Hessian fly 
during the summer and fall of 3920, 
it seems that a disastrous general out- 
break of the pest very probably will 
occur in 1921.

Mr. Fletcher of California stated to 


me that his stato had Completed .">2o 
miles, extending from Los Angeles 
north to Sacramento, and we are now 
under contract to complete the road. 
Oregon now has under contract on this 
road some 400 miles of construction. 
all of which will be completed by the 
middle of next year, 200 miles of which 
will be pa\ed and the rest macadam 
or gravel. Washington has completed 
this road to Seattle, and next year Its 
entire length will be complete. 


I am unable to say at thib time just 


how much money was expended dur- 
ing the jear 1919 in the three state*, 
but in Oregon approximately $7,000,- 
000 was expended. 
The three states 


howe\er, are pretty well tixed finan- 
cially.

“W hat a beautiful creature !n 
claimed a farm visitor, indicating a 
gorgeous yellow butterfly which had 
alighted upon a nearby shrub and now 
raised and lowered his black-edged 
wings in slow, graceful palpitations. 
The insect appeared to be the very 
spirit of the hot summer day; his col­ 
ors were the colors and shades of bril­ 
liant sunshine and the deepest, black­ 
est shadow, set in a delightful con­ 
trast ; and its will wns the will of the 
breeze that stirred the broad alfalfa 
meadows, beyond the garden, where 
host and guest had retired to enjoy 
the shade. 


Appreciation Dampened. * 


“Beautiful—yes,” 
responded 
the 
rancher, “but my appreciation is some­ 
what dampened by the knowledge that 
the pretty creature costs the alfalfa 
growers of Arizona and California 
about $1,000,000 a year. 
What tliia 
butterfly costs In other states—Kan­ 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas and others— 
I’m unable to say, but it must be an 
Immense sum. Rather a high price to 
pay for beauty, isn’t it? 
We could 
endow a good many art galleries with 
that 
su m ; 
we 
could 
beautify 
our 
schools 
and 
hang 
Rembrandts 
in 
every classroom, if there were enough 
of them to go around. We could bring 
thousands of the city children out 
Into the fresh air and sunshine, if we 
had the price of tfiat yellow fellow 
and his mate.” 


“How does he accomplish all this?” 
asked the interested listener. 
“It’s a 
harsli Indictment to lay against a crea­ 
ture so apparently lacking in malice. 
Tell me about h im ; where does he 
come fro m ; how does he live, and 
what are his peculiarities?” 


The rancher rose, stepped through 
the hedge, and came back with a hand­ 
ful of alfalfa, freshly pulled from the 
nearby tfeld. 


“You can find out all you wish to 
know from Farmers* Bulletin 1094, 
just published by the United States 
department of agriculture, but I think 
we have his life history and a cata­ 
logue of his crimes in this bunch of 
herbage. 


“Here’s the egg,” he continued, In­ 
dicating a tiny, brownish, elongated 
object upon the upper side of an al­ 
falfa leaf. 
“That’s the .first stage, 
and is interesting only because the 
female butterfly lays from 200 to 500 
of them in her lifetime. 
It has been 
estimated tlmt if all the eggs of a 
single female butterfly hatched—and 
there were no losses in the progeny, 
or in their eggs *or young—this first 
butterfly would be grandmother to 
3,000,000,000 insects before the end of 
the summer. 


“Fortunately for us an insect para­ 
site destroys a good many of the eggs. 


Alfalfa Caterpillar— Female in Adult 
or Butterfly Stage. 


Here’s a ruined egg—it’s black, you 
see, instead of brown; the parasite 
has been there, 


Million-Dollar Damage, 


“Next is the larva,1 or w orn stage; 
and it is this form that the alfalfa 
caterpillar 
does 
rhe 
million-dollar 
damage. 
A number of these worms 
will strip* most of the leaves from a 
crop in a very short time. 
Here Is a 
small worm evidently just hatched, 
and here on this bud Is a larger one. 
Note the green color of its body and 
the white stripe down each side, 
He 
is nearly an inch long and has made 
hi£ growth by gorging upon the tender 
lea'ves and terminal buds of my al­ 
falfa. 
W herever there is an unusual­ 
ly large number of these worms, they 
will eat the stems, too, but their fa­ 
vorite food is the tender portion of 
the plant. 


“While in this stage, the larva Is vic­ 
tim of many conditions and is preyed 
upon by many creatures. 
A fly lays 
its eggs upon the w orn. These hatch 
Into grubs which penetrate and kill 
their 
host. 
Chickens, 
turkeys 
and 
many birds destroy the worm during 
the feeding stage. 


¿‘Moisture and a hot, heavy atmos­ 
phere will Induce the spread of a dis­ 
ease among the worms. 
See, here are 
worms just afflicted with the disease 
*—note the lighter color of their skins 
and their sluggish movements. 
In a 
few hours they’ll die and decompose 
into a black decaying mass. 
You can 
understand why alfalfa hay Joses its 
feeding vflue if it is heavily impreg­ 


nated with these corpses—the ani­ 
mals don’t like the flavor. 


“Rut the conditions that foster Ills 
disease are valuable in controlling i-ie 
pest. Upon irrigated farms,.water niuy 
be turned into the field to provide 
moisture which, with 'the heat, w il 
start the plague and kill the wqrmy, 
“From this stage the worm cnte-vi 
the'pupa period. 
He spins no cocoon, 
as many caterpillars do, #but han^i 
himself, head up, among the-stems an A 
swings in a little loop of silk, like a 
steeplo-jack—seo'this chap \l 
“You’ve heard of the boilworm—so 
injurious 
to 
corn and 
cotton? 
lie 
£omes to our aid in the fight against 
the alfalfa caterpillar, and, by one of 
those 
queer 
natural 
compensations, 
does u§ a favor by devouring both 
worms and pupa. Odd, isn’t it? 


Lay Eggs All Summer. 


“Unless the worm is destroyed, the 
butterfly you have admired emerges 
from the pupa in a few days and be­ 
gins to lay eggs, to establish a new 
cycle. Tliis goes on all summer. 


“Cdntrol is accomplished by cutting 
alfalfa close tmd clean. 
We clear out 
our fence corners and ditclies, and co- \ 
operate with our neighbors in clearing , 
their land. € This leaves no shelter for 
the caterpillar to live in from one al­ 
falfa crop to' the next, and the few [ 
which do survive find food mighty 
scarce, and many perish of starvation. \ 
“Disking with a harrow over the 
meadows after a crop has been moved 
destroys many of the insects in the egg, 
worm or pupa stage.* Besides killing

the insects which are preparing to 
ravage the next crop, 
the disking 
process, as every one knows, is a 
mighty good thing for the alfalfa. 


“We also use a brush drag well 
weighted and run it over the alfalfa 
meadows after the disking is done. The 
drag gets into the hollows and crevices 
where the harrow has not touched and 
crushes the insect in whatever stage it 
finds him. 
Even if the first cut has 
been ruined by the pest, these methods 
of irrigation and cultivation will Insure 
the reduction of the caterpillar in time 
\o save the next cutting from his at­ 
tacks. 


“These methods are recommended by 
the department of agriculture, and we 
hope to prevent most of the annual loss 
caused by the activities of yonder but­ 
terfly.”

If It Hao a Strong Odor, That Can Be 
Easily Remedied—Seafaring Folk 
Have Known of Its Value 
AG Food. 


Washington.—With 
the 
more 
fre- 
quent appearance of new sea foods In 
our markets, the truth of tho old say- 
ing, "There are ns good ilsh In tho 
jea 
as have over been caught," 
Is 
acquiring a new appllnitlon. 
Tills Is 
ospeclally truo of a large family of 
fishes representatives of which occur 
on all shorofl of the sea and In all 
climes—tho 
sharks, 
strong, 
active, 
gracefully shaped 
fishes, 
varying In 
length from a few inches to fifty feet 
or more, which 
offer a 
wliolesonie, 
palatable and nutritious fond, compar- 
ing favorably In dietary qualities wltli 
many of tho highly iirlcud sea foods. 
Many people. Indeed, 
have 
recog- 
nized their value and 
have 
iitillzpd 
them 
extensively 
for food. 
In 
the 
countries 
bordering on the 
Mediter- 
ranean and In Great Britain, Norway 
and Sweden they are well known ns 
valuable 
and 
nutritious 
foods. 
At 
Folkestone, England, the flesh of ono 
of tho small sharlcs. salted and dried, 
Is marketed as "Folkestone beef." Un- 
til recently their use as a food In tho 
United States has been limited prin- 
cipally to seafaring pe(»pIo in scattered 
tocalltles and to tho fish markets of 
some of our larger cities, but 
with 
;ate interest aroused in new sea foods 
[hey are finding a place in oin* largest 
Bsh-dlstrlbuting centers and have ap- 
peared on tho menus of some of the 
oading hotels In several cities. 


Of Wide Distribution.

As already intimated, sharks are of 
fv-Ide distribution, occurring 
in 
all 
leas from tho equator to polar waters, 
out in greatest 
abundance 
in 
the 
U'oplcs. 
Those, however, taken In tho 
cooler waters of tho temi)erate zones 
ivo among tho most desirable species 
for f()od. and it is from these that the 
princliial supply for tho markets of 
dilfl country Is obtained. 


Like the cod, sijueieugue, 
blueilsh 
and other well-known 
fishes, 
sharks 
feed nuiinly on lishc^s, crabs, mollusks 
und other snuill forms living in the 
sea, their metliod of f<iraging and citt)- 
Uire in nmny ease.s being unusual and 
interesting. 
Tho thrasher shark uses 
Its whIi)-Iiko tall, which is as long as 
.ts body, to splasli tho water as It 
swims rovind and rvund a school of 
Ush In ever narrowing; circles, crowd- 
ing tho fish closer and closer together 
nntll the moment of attack, 


Tho grayllsh, sand sharks and some 
jther species work in schools and <lo 
not hesitate to attack the fish taken 
In tho 
fishermen's 
nets, 
tho 
larger 
forms tearing tlie nets and liberating 
tho catch. 


Tho economic uses to which 
these 
forms 
may 
bo 
i)ut 
are 
somewhat 
varied, 
At ope time largo (luantities 


of tho hides, cleaned but not tanned, 
were used for polishing wood, Ivory, 
metal and the like. 
With 
Improve- 
ments in methods of preparation Of 
sandjiaper 
and 
emery, 
these 
have 
largely replaced anlunil hides. 


Make Excellent Leather: 


Within the last year tho Ihireau of 
Fisheries 
has 
Interested 
American» 
tanners to experiment In the produc- 
tion of leathers from these hides with 
obccellent results, and there now exists 
a demand for large quantities of raw 
materials. 
In tensile strength 
leath- 
ers tested compare 
favorably 
with 
those made from mammal hides, and 
tho market for these products appears 
assured. 
In addition, tho'livers 
are 
rich In a marketable oil,'which is of 
value In dressing leather, soapmaklng, 
paints and for 
medicinal 
purposes. 
The yield varies from less than a pint 
in some of the smaller sharks to about 
12r) gallons In some of tho larger sizes. 


The meat of sharks Is white, slight- 
ly gelatinous, resembling halibut, but 
somewhat less firm, and compares fa- 
vorably In foo<l value with other staple 
food fislies and 
meat.s. 
Kussel

(^oleS? who has eaten the Hesh of many 
of ouii>shark.s. states that the flesh in 
fleshly 
killed 
examples 
of» 
some 


species has a peculiar odor which can 
readily be removed by salting. 
After 
several hours the 
meat 
should 
be 
freshened, the» parboiled and cooked 
as any other fish. 
The flesh of the 
young sliarks and such small forms as 
tho grayfish Is particularly good'Tresh, 
hut it is as* a .preserved product that 
tho meat 
of sharks 
especially 
com- 
mends Itself. 
Salted and smoked or 
kippered it Is excellent. 
It may also 
be 
salted 
and 
dried, 
flaked 
or 
shredded. 


In some parts of the meat the lay- 
ers of connective tissue are quite dose 
together. 
These 
parts may 
conven- 
iently be run through a meat chopper 
and tho meat used 
for 
fish 
balls, 
chowders 
and tho like, ' Poisons In 
position to smoke the fish as needed 
will find the mild-cured,

When Fruit Is Cheap and Sugar Ex- 
pensive Jellies May 
Be Made to 
Advantage With One-Half Usual 
Amount of Sweetening. 


To 
obtain 
the 
largest 
possible 
amount of jelly froni fruit with tbe 
use of (he smallest possible amount of 
suijar. follow the directions given be- 
low by United States dta)artiuent of 
ag:ricultu*re specialists: 


If a good jeily-ninklnii fruif, such as 
quince, green firai)es. tart and partly 
ripe apples» Siberian crabs, or cran- 
berries, is being used, make a second 
exlractlon from the fruit. That Is, take 
the pulp from the jelly bag, add one 
cupful of water to each pound of pulp, 
cook 20 nilnules, and drip a second 
time, using sonn» pressure at the lai?t. 
Second-extraction jellies are likely to be 
somewhat different in llavor from tlie 
lirst. and it Is an excellent plan lo com- 
bine the two jellies before sweetening. 


When fruit Is cheap and sugar ex- 
pensive, jellies may be made to advan- 
tage with one-balf as naich sweetening 
as UHual, that is, with one-half cupful 
of sugar to one cupful of juice. 
The 
yield of jelly will be less, for one cup- 
ful of a good juice plus one cupful of 
Bugar should make between one and 
one and 
one-half 
cupfuls of 
jelly, 
whereas one-half cupful of sugar plus 
one cupful of juice makes between one- 
half cupful and three-fourths cupful of 
jelly. 


One-half of the sweetening may be. 
glucu.se sirup, light-«olored corn sirup, 
honey or sorghum s5rui). If the other 
half is tM'anulated sugar, there will be 
little noticeable difference in sweetness 
in nmst cases. 
Urape with glucose or 
corn sirup will m a k e a good jelly even 
when no sugar Is used,

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Overheating 
a 
rather 
common 
complaint 
in 
summer,

times, while no serious 
results 
oc- 
cur, 
the 
motorist is delayed on the 
road and often required to spend no 
little time endeavoring to 
determine 
the exact cause. 
Because there are 
numerous causes, every owner should 
be familiar with the more 
common 
ones. 


All makes of cars but two are 
ter-cooled. 
Naturally, 
in such 
en- 
gines partial depletion of the water 
system means an overheated 
engine. 
This Is more particularly the case with 
thermo-siphon 
cooled engines, 
which 
require a complete circuit of water. 
It is therefore a good plan for the 
owner of a car with 
tbermo-siphon 
cooled engine to see that the radiator 
always is full. 
In a pump-cooled en- 
gine there is more force back of tne 
water and a lower level may be car- 
ried 
without 
the 
danger 
of 
ovei*- 
heating. 


Leaks 
In the water system natu- 
rally bring about reduction of water 
supplv 
and 
consequent » 
excessive 
heating of what water remains. 


Quick Heating. 
Anything tending to interfere with 
the 
free circulation 
of

tact with the hot cylinders too long, 
resulting in 
boiling

01)Structions may be in the form of 
dirt 
or 
sediment 
in 
the 
radiator, 
disintegrated hose connection, whicl^ 
partially 
clog the passageways ; 
an 
obstruction of dirt or lumps or rusty 
material in the watpr jacket. 


It is quite possible for the ignition 
timing to be wrong, so that manipu- 
lation of the lever will not advance 
the spark enough to keep the engine 
cool. This is a matter for an ignition 
man to correct, as it may be d<ie to a 
number of causes, the commonest be- 
ing a wrong setting of the timer or 
a maladjustment of the 
interrupter 
points. 


One of 
the 
commonest 
causes 
of 
ovei'heating is due to a slipping fan 
belt. 
It is absolutely necessary for 
the fan to cause sufficient air draft 
to cool the water as it flows through 
^ the radiator. 
A 
slipping 
belt 
re- 
duces the fan speed and thus 
cuts 
down the draft. 
The belt should be 
taut but not tight. 
Tight 
belts usu- 
ally wear too fast and break, and. they 
also wear the pulley bearings. 


Poor Mixture. 
A poor mixture, usually a rich one,' 
brings about overheating. 
Carbon in 
the cjdinders also will cause the en- 
gine. to heat rapidly, but at the same 
time the engine will lack power, knock 
and generally perform poorly. 
If you 
get the whole combination of trouble 
indicating 
engine 
debility and 
then 
get the overheating, it usually is^ a 
sure indication of carbon. 


Any drag on the engine, causing it 
to overwork, is likely to cause over- 
heating. 
When the clutch slips the 
engine has to do more woi-k to accom- 
plish a given set of results ; also when 
the brakes drag. 


If the engine should overheat, the 
sooner it is stopped the better. 
After 
stopping the engine, allow it to cool 
for about ten or fifteen^ minutes ; it 
depends upon how hot it is. 
Then 
add cold water slowly until the sys- 
tem is full. 
Then start the 
engine 
again, 
noting 
through 
the 
radiator 
filler if there is circulation. 


O: 
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Repairing Rim Cuts. 


Rim cuts are often given up 
as hopeless by the car owner, 
but they can he rei)alred In the 
following manner: Drill a series 
of 
holes on each side of 
tho 
break 
at 
inter-vals 
of 
three- 
eights of an Inch and far et^ough 
from the edge so that they will 
not pull out. 
Lace the holea 
with a cord made of six strands 
of braided fish line or any braid- 
ed cord about 3-32 of an Inch in 
diameter.

"What a beautiful creature I" 
claimed a farm vlsitot, indicating a 
fxovgoons yello\v butterfly ^vhich had 
nliRlited upon a nearby shrub and now 
raised and lowered bis blnrk-cdp:cd 
wings in slow, graceful palpitations. 
The Insect appeared to be the very 
spirit of the hot summer day; his col- 
ors were the colors and shades of bril- 
liant sunshine and the doepost, black- 
est shadow, set In a delightful con- 
trast; and Its -will was tho will of the 
breeze that stirred the broad alfalfa 
meadows, beyond tlie garden, 
where 
host and guest had retired to enjoy 
tlie shade. 


Appreciation Dampened. . 


"Beautiful—yes," 
responded 
the 
rancher, "but my appreciation is some- 
what dampened by the knowledge that 
the prett5; creature costs the alfalfA 
growei*s of 
Arizona 
and 
CallforniA 
about $1.000,000 a year. 
AVbat thia 
butterfly costs in other states—Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas and 
others— 
I'm unable to say, but it must be an 
immense sum. Rather a high price to 
pay for beauty, isn't it? 
We could 
endow a good many art galleries with 
that 
sum; 
we 
could 
beautify 
our 
schools 
and 
hang 
Ronibrandts 
In 
every classroom, if there wore enough 
of them to go around. AVe could bring 
thousands of the city cbil^lren 
out 
Into tlie fresh air and sunshine, if we 
had the price of tfiat yellow fellow 
and bis mate." 


"How does he accomplish all this?" 
asked the interested listener. 
"It's a 
liarsh indictment to lay against a crea- 
ture so apparently lacking in malice. 
Tell me about him; where does he 
come from; how does he live, and 
what are his peculiarities?" 


The rancher rose, stepped through 
the hedge, and came back witli a hand- 
ful of alfalfa, freshly pulled from the 
nearby deld, 


"You can find out all you wish to 
know from Farmers' 
Bulletin 
1094, 
just published by the United 
States 
department of agriculture, but I tliink 
we have his life history and a cata- 
logue of his crimes In this bunch of 
herbage. 


"Here's tlie egg." he continued, in- 
dicating a tiny, brownish, 
elongated 
object upon the upper side of an al- 
falfa leaf, 
"That's the .first stage, 
and is interesting only because the 
female butterfly lays from 200 to 500 
of them in her lifetime. 
It has been 
estimated that if all the eggs of a 
single female butterfly hatched—and 
there wore no losses In the progeny, 
or in their eggs ^or young—this first 
butterfly would be grandmother 
to 
3.000.000,000 insects before the end of 
the summer. 


"Fortunately for us an insect para- 
site destroys a good many of the eggs. 


Alfalfa Caterpillar—Female In Adult 
or Butterfly Stage. 


Here's a ruined egg—it's black, you 
see. Instead of brown; the parasite 
has been there. 


Million-Dollar Damage, 


"Nest is the larva,'or worn stage; 
and it Is this form that the alfalfa 
caterpillar 
does 
the 
million-dollar 
damage. 
A number of these worms 
will strip' most of tlie leaves from a 
crop in a very short time. 
Here Is a 
small worm evidently Just 
hatched, 
and here on this bud Is a larger one. 
Note the green color of its body and 
the wliite stripe down each side, 
He 
is nearly an inch long and has made 
hi^ growth by gorging upon the tender 
lea'ves and terminal buds of my al- 
falfa. Wherever there Is an unusual- 
ly large number of these wonn.s, they 
will eat tlie stems, too, but their fa- 
vorite food Is the tender portion of 
the plant. 


"While in this »tage, the larva Is vic- 
tim of many conditions and is preyed 
upon by many creatures. 
A fly lays 
its eggs upon tlie w o m . 
These hatch 
into grubs which penetrate and kill 
their 
host. 
Chickens, 
turkeys 
and 
many birds destroy the worm during 
the feeding stage. 


^•Moisture and a hot, heavy atmos- 
phere will Induce the spread of a dis- 
ease among the worms. 
See, here are 
w o m s just afflicted with the disease 
—note the lighter color of their skins 
and their sluggish movements, ' In a 
few hours they'll die and decompose 
Into a black decaying mass. 
You can 
understand why alfalfa hay loses its 
feeding Vflue if it Js heavily impreg- 


nated 
with 
these c^rpses-^tiie 
atil- 
nials don't like the flavor. 


"Rut the conditions that foster Ills 
disease are valuable In controlling loe 
pest. Upon Irrigated farms,, water niuy 
be turned into the iioUl to provK-o 
moisture which, with 'the heat, w ll 
start the plague and kill the wqrmy. 


"From this stage tho worm ente-vj 
tli^e'pupa period. 
He spins no cocoo.^, 
as many caterpillars do, *but han^-i 
himself, head up. among the-stems an.l 
ywings in a little loop of silk, like a 
steeplo-jnck—seo'this chap!; 


"You've heard oi the bollworm—so 
injurious 
to 
corn 
and 
cotton? 
lie 
jGomes to our aid In the fight against 
the alfalfa caterpillar, and, by one of 
those 
queer 
natural 
compensations, 
does u§ a favor by devouring both 
worms and pupa. 
Odd, isn't it? 


Lay Ecgs All Summer, 
"Unless the worm is destroyed, tho 
butterfly ydu have admirod 
emerges 
from the pupa in a few days and be- 
gins to lay eggs, to establish a new 
cycle. 
This goes on all summer. 


"Control is accomplished by cutting 
alfalfa close anid clean. 
We clear out 
our fenco^corners and ditcl«»s. and co- 
operate witk our neighbors in clearing 
their land.^ This leaves no shelter for 
the caterpillar to live in from one al- 
falfa crop to* the next, and the few 
which do survive find food mighty 
scarce, and many perish of starvation, 
"Disking with a harrow over the 
meadows after a crop has been moved 
destroys many of the insects in the egg, 
worm or pupa stage.. Besides killing

the insects which are preparing to 
ravage 
the next 
crop, 
the 
disking 
process, as every one knows, is a 
mighty good thing for the alfalfa. 


"We also use a brush drag well 
weighted and run it over the alfalfa 
meadows after the disking is done. The 
drag gets into the hollows and crevices 
where the harrow has not touched and 
crushes the insect in whatever stage it 
finds him. 
Even if the first cut has 
been ruined by the pest, these methods 
of irrigation and cultivation will Insure 
the reduction of the caterpillar in time 
1o save the next cutting from his at- 
tacks. 


"These methods are recommended by 
the department of agriculture, and we 
hope to prevent most of the annual loss 
caused by the activities of yonder but- 
terflj'." 


/nterest Center» Particularly In HIglv 
way Extendino From California 
to Wafihington.

The Pacific coast Is particularly in» 
terested in our national highway; that 
Is the Pacific coast highway extending 
from California to Oregon and Wash- 
ington. This when completed will havo 
approximate 
length 
of 
some 
miles, and the lar^e part of it is now 
completed or nearing completion. 


Mr. Fletcher of California stated to 
me that his state had completed 
mUes, extending from Los 
Angeles 
north to Sacramento, and we are now 
under contract to complete the road. 
Oregon now lias under contract on this 
road some 400 miles of construction, 
all of which will be completed by the 
middle of next year, 200 miles of which 
will be paved and the rest macadam 
or gravel, 
Washington has completed 
this road to Seattle, and next year its 
entire length will be complete. 


I am unable to say at this time Just 
how much money was expended dur- 
ing the year 1019 in the three states, 
but in Oregon approxImatelV 57.000,- 
000 was expended. 
The three states, 
however, are pretty well fixed finan- 
cially, 


raliforn?n has a new bond issue for 
S40.00().0(>0 and 
previously 
has 
ex- 
pended some $.^?,0^x).000. 
Oregon has 
some S32.000.000 available and roads 
to cost $19,000,000 to $20.(K)0,(X)0 under 
constiniction. 
Washington 
has 
less 
money. 
They failed to carry the bond 
issue there this yonr, but have between 
SS.OOO.OOO and $9.000,000 available for 
next year. 


The eastern connections with the Pa- 
cific highway are the Santa Fe trail, 
the Lincoln highway, and the Midland 
road. 
I think the Santa Fe in pretty 
well cared for. It connects with south- 
ern California. 
In Oregon we are con- 
necting with the southern 
highway 
and with tho Columbia river highway. 


Labor conditions on the Pacific coast 
are about the same as in the Fast.
